question the house-to-house visitation 
scheme? Or what shall be thought of a 
hospital committee that insists on removing 
patients ninety miles, simply bécause of 
pique and as a slap-in-the-face to the 
Government and the European doctors? 
Mr. Ep. Roninson, barrister-at-law, is 
one of those who approve of the concesr 
sions ;: probably he {s the only one besides 
the Sinophile monomaniac who has .so 
ridiculed the position of Registrar-General 
and Protector of Chinese. Of course, if 
the whole Chinese community chooses to 
go to Canton, or to Hades, they are 
welcome; but that is. no reason why Mr, 
Ep. Ronryson,.of all men in tha Colony, 
should write letters to the papers approv- 
ing of the mad act, any more than of the 
only precedent on record—when_ §,000 
swine ran down a steep place into the Sea 
of Galilee. Perhaps it was their idea of 
checkmating the evil spirits. Mr. Robinson

Ifthe 
present atidity continues, the consequences to 
the growing crops must be serlous, Trade le by 
no meare brisk momentarily, and until = good 
downpour of rain fills the tributasles to this river, 
the pea and bean boats, which aie detained in 
these, will be unable to reach here, As a 
consequence, the chief commodities of trade ere 
by no thearssuperabundant, The most recent 
quotations of the chlet articles of trade are— 
beang, Tis. 3..0per 3 pls.; tean-cake, Ths, 4.50 
per ro pcs; bean-oll, Tle. 485 per pl. The 
latest exchange ‘quotat‘ona are in the proportion 
of Newchwang 1,coo==Shanghal Tis. 1,040.
